Near Halfway 
Mark After Three 
Days Canvass 

Coleman was gaining rapid¬ 
ly on its quota of $68,000 as 
canvassers and the bank had 
recorded collections totalling 
$31,000 on Wednesday even¬ 
ing.

Importance Of Sea Power 

The present war was envisaged by the leaders of Germany as a con¬ 
flict in which air-power would destroy mobility to land battles, destroy 
cities and workshops on the home front, and break the stranglehold of 
naval blockade. In this way the Nazis hoped to shorten the period re¬ 
quired to secure victory, and to discount, during that period, the wasting 
effects and deprivation of raw materials and foodstuffs. 

The German plan aimed above all at rapid conquest. It was recognized 
that Germany, like other continental conquerors, might be unable to fight 
a long war successfully. There was, therefore, to be a lightning victory 
on land, using air-power and mechanized force to the full, fbllowed by 
the seizure of French sea-power and the imposition of peace on a cowering 
Britain, or a lightning invasion if that peace were rejected. The plan took 
a careful account of the known weaknesses to Which Germany was exposed 
in the Great War. It endeavored to eliminate, in turn, the risk of fighting 
on two fronts, and the risk of a long war. Air-power was to be the new 
factor, which would outdate the old conception of stalemate on land and 
blockade on the sea. Air-power would be the artillery providing the bar¬ 
rage behind whicht mechanized troops would smash their way through en¬ 
trenched positions. Air-power would pulverize the enemy’s production and 
demoralize his workers. Air-power would reduce the strength and curtail 
the movement of warships, giving supremacy at sea to the small but 
efficient German navy.

A Plan That Failed 

The plan which the Nazis considered would revolutionize warfare and 
bring speedy victory, failed to take into account, however, the changes 
which air-power has made to sea-power itself. It is the oldest kind of 
mistake in the long history of warfare—the mistake of applying a ruthlessly 
new solution to an old problem and of overlooking the fact that the prob¬ 
lem in the meantime has become no longer quite the same. 

To understand fully the effect of air-power in modern total war, it is 
necessary to understand the true use and meaning of sea-power, for it was 
sea-power, in the end, which broke the might of German arms in the last 
war, and sea-power to-day embraces air-power. Sea and air-power has the 
capacity to win this war, for when Britain puts into the air an overwhelm¬ 
ing advance guard of bombing aircraft and fighters, her ships can cross 
the seas to land whole armies at numerous points along a vast and there¬ 
fore poorly protected enemy coastline. Wherever superiority in the air 
can be secured, superiority at sea already exists to make it good. Ger¬ 
many’s difficulty in invading Britain is that she must attack, with ques¬ 
tionable air superiority and great inferiority at sea, an island bastion, the 
defence of which is organized on the inside of a circle. Britain’s advantage 
is that, given air superiority, she can attack a sprawling and indefensible 
coast at scores of points, and can secure communications to every bridge¬ 
head she builds thereon. 

Sea And Air Power Combined 

However long the war lasts, Germany is unable to make good her 
original error—the error of believing that it is cheaper and better to build 
bombers than to build battleships. To her traditional failure to understand 
the true importance of sea-power was added a failure to grasp the revolu¬ 
tionary effect of sea-power combined with air-power. 

British and Allied sea-and-air-power will turn back the invader and will 
maintain the Allies’ communications and supplies, whilst drawing ever 
closer tht net of blockade around the enemy. It will support and make 
possible the coming land battles which will bring the final victory. It is 
the supreme weapon which can win that victory outright,

One day he was 
Mr. Secord, operator of the Hertz 
Drive Yourself System, the next he 
was Lt.-Col. G. A. Secord, officer 
commanding the First Canadian Base 
Ordnance Workshop. 

Here is an amusing paradox. The 
man responsible for this latest un¬ 
conventionality is Victor ^“Sifton, 
Winnipeg newspaperman and Master- 
General of the Ordnance—who re¬ 
versed the process when he was ap¬ 
pointed to his present position. 

How come? If you’ll stand for a 
bad pun the answer is “comme ca.” 

When Lieut.-Colonel Victor Sifton 
first volunteered his services for the 
duration of the war he was appoint¬ 
ed Executive Assistant to the Min¬ 
ister of National Defence and his 
name is still painted on the opaque 
glass of an office door on the same 
floor as Col. Ralston’s office. 

The legend reads: “Executive As¬ 
sistant, Lieut.-Col. Sifton.” For 
economy reasons it was obliterated 
by a sheet of paper pasted over it 
when Sifton took over the M.G.O. 
job. 

But when he took over the new 
job Lt.-Col. Sifton became Mr. Sif- 
I ton—demoting himself just exactly 
l the same number of steps that he 
i promoted Lt.-Col. Secord! 

And on the door of his present 
i office there appears just this; "406, 
Private”! 

Unconventional? The word seems 
i pale. 

Just recently President Roosevelt 
appointed William Knudsen Lieuten¬ 
ant-General to do the same job in the 
’ United States. 

“Lieutenant” is pronounced “Loo- 
: tenant in the United States and is 
accorded somewhat the same pro¬ 
nunciation by the British Navy. Sol¬ 
diers and civilians in the British Em¬ 
pire pronounce it, as you know, 
“Leftenant.” This isnt army slang, 
it is true, but it is in line with minor 
researches into colloquial terminology 
conducted from time to time by this 
column.

SO YOU’RE GOING 
_ TO DO A PLAY? 

One Scene At A lime 

How long will it take to do a one- 
act play? That depends on how 
much time, you have at your dis¬ 
posal. If you are staging a show for 
raising funds, well, you know how 
long your have. We are commenc¬ 
ing our festival work now, and fes¬ 
tival is usually held at Easter tittle. 

I can hear you gasp and say, "But my 
cast get stale long before they finish 
if they were to work that long.” I 
retort, “Not if the play is well chosen 
with lots of meat in the lines, clever 
situations, and plenty of conflict, 
with smart repartee.” For a one- 
act play you should have from 12 to 
16 rehettrsals to present the show 
with confidence and assurance that 
all your players will give a top-notch 
performance. 

To get the most out of a rehearsal, 
divide your play into scenes, (from 
one character’s entrance to their 
exit) is often advantageous. Plan 
then to practise in small groups. For 
example in our play, Mrs. Jones and 
Miss Pugh open the play and chat 
for several pages. My first rehearsal 
will take care of that scene and they 
will be the only ones at rehearsal 
that night. The others will be asked 
to spend some time that evening 
looking over lines at home. You will 
notice I said, “looking over,” not 
learning, lines. I do not approve in 
memorizing lines until we have had 
several rehearsals and the cast know 
what type of people they are repre¬ 
senting. 

Mrs. Jones will be asked to write 
out all the characteristics about her¬ 
self she can find in the play. Where 
she was born what education she has j 
had, what her parents did for a liv¬ 
ing, how many others there were in 
her family, has she a family? Whatj 
her husband does for a living ? How j 
much she earns, and a dozen other j 
things. I hear you say, “Surely you 
can’t find all those things in the 
script?" Not all of them but a great 
many are disclosed if you look closely 
enough.^ Use your imagination to 
find out the others from the facts you 
already know, I tell the class. Yes, 
they groaned the first time I asked 
for a biography, but now they are 
quite accustomed to it, and vie with 
each other to see who can fill the 
most pages. It is very gratifying 
for they then go at the characteriza¬ 
tion as if they were working with an 
old friend. “Would Mrs. Jones do 
that, Marion?" I will often ask I 
when she does something I think may 
not be right. We stop the rehearsal 
and decide the answer and thus be¬ 
come better acquainted with our 
characters. We often select some¬ 
one in the neighborhood who some¬ 
what resembles one of the char¬ 
acters in the play, we visit them, 
watch how they walk, sit and talk, 
and then go home and copy them to 
our own satisfaction. It helps and 
they don’t know. 

Other rehearsals this week will be 
succeeding scenes as other characters 
arrive and join in the conversation. I 
try and save everyone’s time, but de¬ 
mand that in turn they don’t waste 
mine. Everyone must be prompt at 
I rehearsals.

All Out For Victory 

The fighting men want to know that Canada is be¬ 
hind them. Words of praise are mere empty plati¬ 
tudes unless accompanied by appreciative action in 
buying Victory Bonds. Older men who are beyond ac¬ 
tive military age have a part to play. Everyone not in 
uniform has a part in this war. Salesmen are out to 
sell bonds for Victory, as volunteers. Do not labor 
under the impression they are doing it for gain. They 
are doing it as a very important phase of the war ef¬ 
fort—to raise more money to finance Canada’s war 
costs. The man who says he cannot afford to buy a 
bond must either be a slacker or unemployed, or has 
already pledged his earnings to the limit. Of the lat¬ 
ter, no criticism can be offered. Remember that sol¬ 
diers of Canada, of Australia, of India and New Zea¬ 
land, of South Africa, have been fighting a losing battle 
in Hong Kong and Singapore and the entire Malayan 
peninsula. Thousands have been killed or wounded. 
Other thousands are prisoners of war, and we know 
not what their privations and suff ering may be. Sure¬ 
ly the part we are asked to play in the security of our 
Dominion is pitifully small—to buy Victory Bonds. 

Can any red-blooded man say he cannot afford it? No 
sacrifice is entailed in putting aside sufficient each week 
to pay for a bond, tor where there’s a will there’s a 
way—always! 


Britain Is Critical 

The unpleasant truth is admitted—the war has en¬ 
tered a critical stage for Britain and the United States. 
Japan’s entry has proved more disastrous to the Allied 
Nations than ever anticipated, and it will take a long 
time to make good the losses suff ered by the Japanese 
blitzkreig, which so far has surpassed that of Germany 
in the rapid conquest of the Philippines, the Malayan 
peninsula and territory of the Netherlands Indies. Brit¬ 
ain had a stupendous task. Keeping Germany at bay 
to prevent invasion of Britain was a herculean task, 
and keeping the life lines open on the ocean taxed naval 
strength to the limit. Thousands of miles from supply 
bases Hong Kong and Singapore were practically cut 
off as soon as Japan declared war. Considering the 
magnitude of Britain’s commitments, and the long 
years of preparation and scheming by Japan, it is no 
wonder that those strongholds have fallen. Brave men 
defended them to the last, against fearful odds. No 
men could have done better. Underestimating the 
strength of our enemies has been our weakness, for 
which we now have to pay the price. Instead of level¬ 
ling criticism at Churchill, who for years was a voice 
crying in the wilderness of appeasement and vacilla¬ 
tions among political factions, the Empire should be 
thankful that he has the power to keep it united in pur¬ 
pose. If there is dead-wood in his cabinet, it should be 
removed. The reputation of men in high positions or 
commanders of navies and armies often in times of war 
hang on a pin point; if things go well they are heroes; 
if reverses are suffered, they are liable to be scapegoats. 
The criticism which is now prevalent should make ev¬ 
eryone realize just how serious this war is and the men¬ 
ace that hangs over all of us. It should be a spur for 
still greater effort, for less frills and more work to en¬ 
sure ultimate victory. 

How Would It Work? 

A speaker on the war recently stated that if the 
fighting was restricted to men over fifty years of age, 
there wouldn’t be any wars. Of course, this is another 
case of that little word “if.” All admit the folly of 
wars, as two men will, after a stand-up and knock-em- 
down battle, usually shake hands and be friends. But 
the fighting spirit inherent in human nature cannot be 
eradicated. If it were, wouldn’t the race become a 
bunch of “sissies?” There is a Scriptural injunction 
that if your enemy should smite you on the cheek, 
turn the other cheek also, that he may smite that too. 
You are supposed to forgive him and let him go on 
slapping others. That’s why Hitler made such a con¬ 
quest in Europe. Too many cheeks were slapped with¬ 
out fighting back. 

Chamberlain came back from Munich with the slo¬ 
gan “Peace in Our Time,” yet see what happened. He 
was deceived, as were many others, and Europe was 
engulfed in war. Men over fifty are not able to fight 
as are younger men, at least not in standing up to the 
physical requirements of modern war. But lots of the 
men of today over fifty did their fighting twenty-five, 
thirty or more years ago, and their sons carry on in the 
same old way. 

And of turning the other cheek, one is reminded of a 
husky parson who tried to live up to the teachings of 
the great Master. He suffered one cheek to be slapped, 
then turned the other cheek also, and after that pitched 
into and gave his opponent a damned good thrashing.

ALBERTA SUGAR 
BEET PRODUCTION 


Southern Alberta sugar beet pro¬ 
cessing plants at Raymond and 
Picture Butte will complete oper¬ 
ations this month, having been 
running since September 29. The 
production of sugar from the 1941 
beet crop will total approximately 
90 million pounds. The 1941 beet 
production was lower than the 
336,281 tons harvested in 1940, but 
the sugar content of the 1941 beets 
averaged above 18 per cent com¬ 
pared to slightly more than 16 
per cent for the 1940 beets. Thus 
the output of sugar for the two 
years was about the same. 

The acreage under sugar beets 
in the Lethbridge district was ap¬ 
proximately 24,000 in 1941. It is 
probable that there will be an in¬ 
crease next year of around 4,000 
acres. The federal government 
wants more homegrown sugar. 

There are five sugar beet pro¬ 
cessing plants in Canada. Besides 
the two in Alberta there is one in 
Manitoba and two in Ontario. A 
sixth plant is being built in Que¬ 
bec. 


SHORTAGE OF TEACHERS 


The department of education is

Since last fall groups of normal 
students are being sent out to 
work one-third terms and so keep 
teacherless schools operating. The 
question of reducing normal fees 
from $100 to $25 is also under con¬ 
sideration.

for past offences; it was purely a 
precautionary measure. 

To date, Mr. St Laurent reveal¬ 
ed, 1,556 persons, including enemy 
aliens, have been interned in Can¬ 
ada. Of these 493 have been re¬ 
leased. Canadians interned totall¬ 
ed 1,114 of whom 106 were Com¬ 
munists and the rest Nazis and 
Fascists. 

Even since the entry of Russia 
into the war, Canadian Commu¬ 
nists have been active in attempts 
to sew dissention in the armed 
forces, the Minister said. He 
quoted from a pamphlet widely dis¬ 
tributed among soldiefs calling for 
fighting men to protest against 
existing conditions and ending as 
follows: 

“We must expose all mismanage¬ 
ment and incapableness of the 
higher officers and all Fascist of¬ 
ficers and careerists must be 
thrown out.” 

To a direct question Mr. St. Lau¬ 
rent said releases had been refused 
in 19 cases in which release had 
been recommended by a Judicial 
Committee. In Great Britain Mr. 
St. Laurent stated—release of 132 
cases had been refused in a simi¬ 
lar way for similar reasons that 
governed the 19 cases in Canada. 

Explaining the holding of the 
19 men, Mr. St. Laurent said that

Internment of “Other Than 
Enemy Aliens” Explained

Only on the unanimous report of 
a committee of three high officials 
from the Department of Labor, 
External Affairs and Immigration, 
are persons other than enemy 
aliens interned in Canada, Justice 
Minister Louis St. Laurent told a 
press conference in his office Fri¬ 
day. 

Evidence is presented to this 
committee in which neither the De¬ 
partment of Justice nor the 
Mounted Police are represented. 

Other steps taken before any 
Canadian is sent to an internment 
camp mentioned by Mr. St. Lau¬ 
rent were: 

1. The accused is lodged in the 
local jail and notified of the rea¬ 
sons why he is detained. 

2. Opportunity is given of see¬ 
ing his family and his lawyer. The 
lawyer is given a copy of the rea¬ 
sons for detention. 

3. He is not moved to the intern¬ 
ment camp until hia case has been 
heard by an advisory committee of 
three men headed by a judge and 
a decision rendered. 

Making his first comment on in¬ 
ternment operations since he be¬ 
came Minister of Justice, Mr. St. 
Laurent stresses that the regula¬ 
tions were designed for the sole 
purpose of protecting the state. 
Internment was not a punishment

Synthetic Rubber 

Think Substitutes Will Prove Better 
Than Natural Rubber 

Prof. G. L. Clark, noted University 
of Illinois chemist, whose research 
efforts contributed to commercial 
development of synthetic rubber, pre¬ 
dicts that substitutes in America 
soon will be better than natural rub¬ 
ber. 

Starting his research in 1925, 
Clark set up a laboratory to X-ray 
rubber and study the molecules of 
which it is composed. He found that 
when rubber is stretched, some of 
long, twisted molecules line up into 
crystals, and that this partial crys¬ 
tallization, which ends when the 
stretch is released, is a property that 
■ every substitute or synthetic rubber 
l must have. 

He also found that the manner in 
■! which ordinary rubber stretches is 
i different from that in which it re- 
I turns to its previous shape. Plotting 
I! the elongation against the extent of 
: i crystallization, he showed the 
I stretching process as a smooth up- 
f swinging curve, while the “un- 
j stretching" curve has a series of 

I bumps like a rocky hillside. 

In 1935 he learned that a molecule 
of rubber weighs 500,000 times as 
much as a molecule of hydrogen, al- 
’ though all previous estimates placed 
’! the weight at only 68,000 times. No 
' I molecules this large had ever been 
made by chemists. After his finding 

I I they set out to make molecules of 
j molecular weight up to 500,000, and 
: when this was done, useful synthetic 

rubber became feasible.

With" regard to cheese, the Dairy 
Products Board has been following 
a definite schedule of shipments to 
Great Britain and enough cheese is 
on hand, in addition to that already 
shipped, to more than fill the quota 
of 112 million pounds by the end of 
the fiscal year, March 31, 1942. This 
will represent an increase of about 14 
million pounds over the previous 
fiscal year. 


Sir Wilson Jameson, Chief Medical 
Officer of the British Ministry of 
Health, in his report on 4 , British 
Health Services in Wartime in Bul¬ 
letins from Britain, received by the 
Health League of Canada, explains 
that epidemics have been avoided in 
England during the war years. 

“We very naturally dreaded the 
appearance of serious epidemic dis¬ 
ease in the unusual conditions in 
which people were living,” Sir Wil¬ 
son writes, “and in order to assist 
early diagnosis we established a sys¬ 
tem, under the management of the 
Medical Research Council, of more 
than thirty emergency public health 
laboratories covering the whole 
country.” Some of these as Sir Wil¬ 
son explains were new creations; 
others, which had been in existence 
for years, were brought into the 
scheme. “As a result every Medical 
Officer of Health has now a first- 
class laboratory within a maximum 
radius of 30 miles,” Sir Wilson states. 
“Not only does the laboratory do all 
the bench work*needed but the staff 
go out and help with the field work." 

Sir Wilson Jameson admits that 
one of the fears of the Ministry of 
Health was that, with the inevitable 
damage to water mains and sewers 
by bombing attacks, there would he 
a great increase In the incidence of 
typhoid fever. Happily that fear 
has never been realized. Sir Wilson 
explains that the disinfection of mains 
under repairs, by means of chlorine, 
has proved an excellent safeguard 
and neither in London nor elsewhere 
has there been any outbreak of ty¬ 
phoid fever due to damage to mains 
and sewers as a result of air raids. 
On the other hand, he admits that 
there have been a number of epi¬ 
demics of paratyphoid fever trace¬ 
able in a majority of instances to 
infection associated with premises 
where bread and various kinds of 
pastries are made. 


Soybean Production 
The increased production of soy¬ 
beans in Canada is due mainly to the 
realization by stockmen that soybean 
protein can be used satisfactorily to 
balance the coarse grains—oats, 
barley, com, which constitute the 
bases of rations used for growing 
and fattening live stock and for the 
production of eggs and milk.
